Juarez, Feb. 24.—A telegram in 
which General Villn at Chitiuahua, 
charged the late William 8S, Benton 
with being a cattle thief and haying 
committed four murders, was receiy- 
= at military headquarters here to- 
day, 


El Paso, Texas, Feb. 24.—The at- 
tempt of the Mexican rebels to estab- 
lish that William S. Benton, the 
Scotch ranchman, who was executed 
a weck ago, was a Mexican citizen, is 
based on a report that he once held 
some minor office while Diaz was in 
power, This statement was made 
today at Juarez by Federico Gonzales 
Garza, counsellor to the commander 
of the garrison, who added: 

“We have heard that Benton held 
several smail offices under President 
Diaz, and that he was once mayor of 
a small settlement of bis own estate. 
He could not have held office without 
being a Mexican citizen and the re- 
cords at Chibuahua City are being 
searched to establish the facts,” 

Relatives of Benton here say the 
deeds to his Mexican property refer to 
him as a British subject, and that he 
was always cureful there should be no 
doubt on this point. 

In the meantime, the request of the 
State Department at Washington for 
the handing over of the body of Ben- 
ton has met with silence. 

General Villa has _ received tele- 
grams not ouly from many cities in 
the United States, but from London, 
Paris and Berlin, asking for an ex- 
planation of the maunue of Benton's 
death, All the replies sent to en- 
quirics have given the same story of a 
court-martial. 

British Consul to Investigate. 

London, Feb. 24,—The British gov- 
ernment has invoked the good offices 
of the United States government to 
urge that there snall be no interfer- 
ence by General Villa with its in- 
vestigation into the death of William 
S. Benton, The investigation is to 
be made by Charles Percival, British 
consul at Galveston, who has been 
ordered to Juarez. Mr. Percival has 
been instructed to supply the most 
complete reports obtainable.. 

Sir Edward's Statement, 

Sir Edward Grey, the foreign secre- 
tary, told the House of Commons to- 
day of the latest developments in the; 
Mexican situation, He said Sir’ 
Cecil Spring-Rice, British ambassador | 
at Washington, had been instructed 
yesterday to inform the United States 
government that Great Britain con- 
sidered it essential for a British con- 
sul to visit the spot where William 8. 
Benton was filled. Consul Percival, 
at Galveston, had been selected for 
this purpose, and he was to supply 
the best reports possible regarding 
Benton's death and concerning the 
two missing Englishmen, Laurence 
and Curtis, Sir Cecil was instructed 
to ask the United States’ government, 
as Great Britain had no means of 
communicating with General Villa, to 
instruct the United : ites consul at 
Juarez to inform Ger val Villa and to 
request an assurance .jat the British 
consul should not be ‘ terfered with. 

Sir Edward Grey :1.ad a communi- 
cation from the State Department at 
Washington, to Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, 
which the British ambassador cabled 


textually to the Foreign Office. It 
was as follows: 
Cheer Action by United States. 
“The State Department desires to 
advise the British embassy that in- 
structions had been sent heretofore 


to the American consulate at Juarez 
to make a most searching enquiry 
into the circumstances gf the death of 
Benton. The consul has been in- 
structed to make every effort to 
secure the exhumation of the body of 
the deceased, to take the names of 
any and all the witnesses whom he 
can find, to employ in his investiga- 
tion medical and legal assistance as 
far as may be desirablé and to do 
everything in his power to elecit the 
jiacis.” 


The comprehensiveness of the 
American government's instructions 
called forth hearty cheers in the 


House of Commons. 

Sir Edward added that no reply had 
been received to his communication 
concerning Sodul Percival.

The address of 
welcome tendered to visiting delegates 
by Mr. Miller, as president of the Ed- 
monton exchange, was responded to 
by W. J. Davidson, of Winnipeg, pre- 
sident of the ,western section of the 
C.N.A.B.B, 
Mayor Extends Greetings. 


Mayor McNamara extended the 
city’s greetings to the visitors, G. Sil- 
vester, Ist vice-president of the wes 
tern section, responding. The A\l- 


berta Clay Products Manufacturers’ 
Association, whose second annual con 
vention met this afternon( at two 
o'clock, in the Edmonton Paint and 
Glass Company's building, Fifth street, 
and will sit for three days, was repre- 
sented by W. J, Tregillus, its presi- 
dent. 

“No matter how proficient and skil- 
led any individual may de," said Mr. 
Miller, “in any or all the branches of 
the building business, there must al- 
ways remain the truth that from the 
exchange of ideas and discussion of 
modes of practice there must come 
educational and inspirational 
thoughts. 

“We are pleased to report that 
locally, and throughout the province, 
there are no war cloudy of labor 
trouble in the sky, although minor 
rumblings are more or less frequent. 
Relations between builders and archi- 
tects in this province are most plea- 
sant, largely because both ,have  be- 
come organized.” 

Mr. Miller reported that the local 
organization had just completed a 
thorough reorganization and pow had 
seven trade associations in affiliation 

To Have Good Effect. 

Responding, Mr. Davidson referred 
briefly to the difficult conditions which 
had prevailed since the last conven- 
tion, due to financial stringency 
“But we, as builders, do not look up- 


on that as a calamity,” he said. ‘We 
have successfully weathered the 
storm. We all know that property 
values have risen too fast, and that 
it has not benefitted the builders. 
But real estate speculation and! 
gambling in subdivisions will be 
stifled, and the millions of dollars 


which have formerly been swallowed 
up in this way will, we hope, be di- 
verted into channels of legitimate 
business. Factory sites should be 
made available at cheaper prices to 
incoming manufacturers.” 

Thomas Lyons, of Winnipeg, having 
extended greetings to the delegates on 
behalf of the Master House Painters 
and Decorators’ Association, Mayor 
McNamara addressed the convention 
He said, in part: ‘Please remember 
that while you are here, the city is 
yours. Edmonton is fast becoming 
the convention city of Western Can- 
ada, In 1912 we headed the list of 
American and Canadian cities for 
growth per capita.

kenzie & Mann bought the charters 
carrying the land grants and built 
the railways, 

Did What Financiers Refused. 

They d.d what the financiers of 
Canada, of the United States, of Eng- 
jand and of the continent, after care- 
ful scrutiny, repeatedly refused to do, 
After the railways had been con 
structed and the statutory provisions 
for the grants discharged, Mackenzie 
& Mann owned the land exactly. in 
the eame way as the man on the street 
owns his watch, If they had then 
retired from railway building and had 
retained the Jands, they Would have 
been in an enviable position in to- 
day's world of tinance, One would 
not need go far back in Canadian 
history to find examples of men who 
have done this very thing. 

tiowever, this Was not the course of 
action, The lands were turned over 
to the Canadian Northern Railway 
Company and used for issuing land 
grant bonds. Lands were sold from 
time to time at market values and 
their proceeds applied in redemption 
of these bonds. Up to the 81st of 
December, 1913, there were issued 
twenty-four million dollars of land 
grant bonds, The land grant made 
to the company, the charters and 
rights of way which were secured by 
Mackenzie & Mann, total four mil- 
lion acres, The company got the 
benefit of these lands. 

Shared in Development, 


“It will not be denied that the Cana- 
dian Northern Railway has shared in 
the work of deveiopment of Wesrern 
Canada in the days When it was need- 
ed, when Western Canada had been 
for years practically stagnant. The 
railways, in existence at the advent of 
the Canadian Northern were located 
in the southern portion of Manitoba, 
and the then territories, The C.N.R, 
plunged into the comparatively un- 
Known and unsettled country of the 
north, making for the Saskatchewan 
river, and subsequently traversed the 


Saskatchewan — valley from ~* LePas 
Mission to the Rocky Mountains, 
crossing the river eight times in a 
distance of 1,000 miles. The com- 
pany brought into the territory trm- 


utary to its railway, settlers from the 
United Kingdom, the United States 
and Europe and placed them on this 
land, Py reason of the fertility of 
the soil, which was questioned at that 
date, it succeeded in building up a 
territory which was ultimately known 
in the expressive nomenclature of the 
company’s emigration literature as 


the “Bread basket of the Empire.” 
There have been expended by the 
C.N.R. and its industrial agency for 
colonization work $2,910,000, or an 


equivalent of 14 per cent. of the total 
cash subvertions received by the 
companies under control of (Mackenzie 
Mann & Co. 

Ontario Government Assistance, 

In assistance of eastern lines, the 
Ontario government has granted two 
million acres of land, and the Quebec 
government $79,540 acres of land. 
These lands are wooded and subjected 
to certain restrictions, therefore, they 


must be considered in a _ different 
light to the infinitely more valuabie 
prairie lands of Western Canada, 


For example, the province of Quebec 
idopted the policy many years ago of 
giving the grantees the opition of ac- 
cepting fifty-two cents per acre in 
cash, instead of the lands, and most 
of the grantees have preferred the 
cash So far, neither the Ontario nor 
the Quabec lands have been -of as- 
sistance to the companies in securing 
finance and remain unselected and 
unsold, 

The bonds of the companies known 
as the Canadian Northern Railway 
system have been guaranteed by the 
Dominion and several provincial gov- 


ernments, and up to December 31, 
1913, the companies have received 
the proceeds of bonds which are 


guaranteed up to the extent of $131,- 
222,660, There is no disposition on 
the part of the company to minimize 
the benefits of these guarantees, but 
it must be acknowledged by the com- 
pany’s bitterest opponents the com- 
panies have faithfully discharged ell 
of their obligations in connection 
with these fguarantees, The’ only 
benefit intended by parliament or re- 
ceived by the companies from the 
guarantees was that of enabling the 
‘ule of bonds secured by Yirst mort- 
sages on (better terms than would 
have been possible otherwise. 
Without Government Assistance. 
Up to the 8lst day of December 


1913, there also havo been expe. ied 
for the purpose of the several uno 
panies within the system, $134,123.- 


171, raised absolutely without 


gov-

CLUB LICENSE BEING PEDDLED ABOUT CITY 


EDMONTON DAILY BULLETIN 


_ FOR $3,000; BULLETIN MAN, POSING AS A 
CAPITALIST, HEARS ABSORBING STORY 


Declares He Has Purchased It for Scandinavian Club. 


The much-debated question of licensed clubs in Edmonton en- 
tered on another phase yesterday, when it transpired that in one 
instanee, at least, the license for the duly incorporated elub known 
as the Bastern is being peddled about the city for the sum of three 
thousand dollars, and that the vendor, Mr. Cohen, is tagging to the 
offer an absolute and definite assjirance that the transfer of the 
license to the prospective purchaser will be duly imede by the 
Attorney-General and his department. 

The investigations yesterday by a Bulletin reporter, posing as 
a wealthy Calgary capitalist with a red-hot desire to buy club 
licenses, make a story of absorbing interest that will furnish food 
for thought on the part of those people who see the menace, the 
lurking evil and the viciousness of the licensed elub principle. 

Mr, Cohen obtained the charter of incorporation for the Eastern 
club. Ile says he has the license in his pocket. But he has no de- 
sire, accordimg to hs own story, to engage in the business, and so 
entered into negotiations with Louis Christensen of the Odin cafe, 
immediately north of the C.N.R. tracks on First street, for the 
purchase of the license, it being Mr. Christensen’s intention +

month and for all of March, They 
would then consider themselves no 
longer in the employ of the city. The 


ten thus summarily ‘dismissed and pre- 
sented with a month's salary, for 
which the city receives no return, 
were five members of the office staff, 
two stenographers and three yard 
toremen, 

The explanation given by the new 
superintendent is that with ‘the 
change in policy, whereby each de- 
partment will do its own purchasing 
und the stores department would 
stock only with staple supplies,” such 
a large staff as has been needed in 
the past would no longer be required. 

It is interesting to note that as 
yet the city commissioners have taken 
no official action in regard to any 
change in policy at the stores and 
words department. After a consul- 
tation with heads of departments, 
each superintendent was asked to 
send in his suggestions in writing to 
the commissioners. These suggestions 
are only coming in now. The minutes 
of the commissioners’ meetings shows 
no record of any decision on the part 
of the commissioners to make any 
change in policy Of course, Mayor 
McNamara is at the head of the de- 
partment of finance, under which the 
stores and works department falls, 
and he or his deputy may have iasued 
instructions on thelr own responsi- 
bility.

JUDGMENT IN FUR CASE

Claim 
was for $902.50 for furs sold and de- 
livered to the defendant, together with 
an additional $125 for expense monies 
advanced by the plaintiffs to one 
Rapaport, who represented himself as 
the agent of the defendants. The deal 
was carried on by plaintiffs with Rap- 
aport, and the plea of the defendants 
was that Rapaport had no authority 
to make the ceal in question as their 
agent. Judgment was given for the 
plaintiffs for $902.25 and interest at 
six per cent. per annum from the 
20th day of June, 1913, claim for ex- 
pense money disallowed, G. B, O'Con- 
nor for plaintiffs; H, H. Parlee for 
defendants.
